Fall  planting  always  gives  the  best  results 
but  in  order  to  assure  more  complete  success 
plant  the  bushes  about  15  inches  apart  in 
the  best  soil  that  is  obtainable.  Rotten 
manure  and  Bone-meal  are  very  good  soil 
builders;  mix  them  in  the  soil. 

Planting  directions  accompany  all  orders 
but  an  important  caution  is  to  heap  soil 
high  (10  inches)  around  the  branches  of  all 
roses  as  soon  as  they  are  planted.  The  bank 
of  soil  remains  there  until  spring. 

The  best  bushes  that  have  been  grown  for 
years  are  available  this  fall.  Replace  the 
weak  plants  in  your  rose  bed  now  and  have 
a  good  looking  rose  bed  next  year.
